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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 04/01/2009, with respect to Claims 
10-13, 16, & 17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 102 & 
103 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10-13, 15-17, & 28-41 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 10-13, 15-17, and 28-41 are towards a 
cartridge comprising depressions that define receptacles, a diaphragm that seals the 
depressions and forms a portion of the multiple receptacles, channels, and a slide valve 
that interconnects the channels and receptacles. The prior art of record does not 
suggest nor disclose this combination of limitations of the cartridge.
